An Interesting Selection of Ancient Coins from the Collection of an English gentleman. 


The following lots are sold alongside a detailed and annotated binder pertaining to the coins within each lot. 
Each binder is filled with handwritten index cards for each coin, tickets where applicable, photographs of the 
coins, provenances and values at time of purchase, and historical footnotes. Coins are listed in order as per the 
binder. An interesting and scholarly collection, an excellent opportunity for those beginning a collection, or as 
an accompanying piece to an established selection of coins from the ancient world. All are sold as seen.

John Pitt: elder brother of William Pitt Jr, who had died on 23 January, 1806 

Lady Griselda Tekell, née Stanhope (1778-1851): married in 1800 to John Tekell; 2"! daughter of Charles Stanhope, 
3rd Earl Stanhope and Lady Hester, née Pitt, sister of John and William Pitt Jr.; 

Lady Lucy Rachel Taylor, née Stanhope (1780-1814): 3rd daughter of Charles Stanhope, 3rd Earl Stanhope and Lady 
Hester, née Pitt, who had caused a scandal by eloping with Thomas Taylor — they were married 26 April 1796 (their 
elder sister, Lady Hester Lucy Stanhope (1776-1839), the famed adventurer and traveller, had been granted a separate 
pension of £1200 a year). 

The Bishop of Lincoln - Sir George Pretyman Tomline, Bt. (1750-1827): confidant of William Pitt, Jr. He was an 
opponent of Catholic emancipation.

The recipient would seem to be a relative of the famous botanist William [Wilhelm] Hillebrand (1821-1886), who 
spent many years in Hawaii and Honolulu. The Royal Hawaiian Agricultural Society was established in 1850 to 
promote agricultural enterprise in Hawaii. The Society presented medals annually to the best in each category of a 
juried exhibition of Hawaiian agricultural products and the earlier 1850-dated medals were produced at the United 
States Mint, with the last minted in 1857. The medals were originally ordered by the Society through the agency of 
a Mr. Marshall of Massachusetts. At the Society’s request, Marshall contacted James Ross Snowden, director of the 
Mint, who forwarded the request to the Department of the Treasury where approval was granted on the condition 
that the medals were to be made after regular Mint hours. The number of specimens either minted or presented is 
unknown.
